Rome, July 16, 2:55 a. m,—The pope's 
(■ on<lition this morninif Is eVen lews «atls- 
factory than yesterday morning and he 
sufTered from miich uneasiness and diffi­ 
culty in breathing until relieved to some 
i.xient by injection 6f caffeine, 
A new

fronted on one hand with the apparently 
Imperative necessity of another operation 
:nKl on the other hand with the danger 
that such an operation In the patient’s 
present enfeebled condition might prove 
fatal. 
This dilemma was canvassed by 
Drn. I^'ipponi and Mazzoni throughout the 
day. j\t tlielr earlier conference there was 
.some pro.spect the operation m ight not 
occur and the doctors left the sick room 
without arriving at a dellnlte determina­ 
tion ÜH to when it woudi take place. They 
exprcs.sed a belief, however, that a delay 
un in to day would serve a useful purpose 
in perm itting larger extraction of serum 
in case the operation was undertaken. 


Meantime the pope continued In a stalé 
of Kreat dcprei?.slon. 
Thanks to a fairly 
Kood afternoon’s sleep physicians were 
able to ls.sue a bulletin at 7:20 p. m. show­ 
ing there had been no vital change In the 
normal progre.ss of the disease, thougii the 
same .‘;eriou8 rapidity of respiration afl 
wiKs noticed In the morning had again to 
l»e recorded. So painful had the latter ^be­ 
come tliat tho.se present In the sick room 
described the pontiff as literally panting 
for hl.s life’s breath. L«ater the pope was 
f-uiTiciently at ease to receive Cardinal 
Rampolla and h i.<3ohliness conferred upon 
liim enlarged authority m^de neces'sary 
))v the present illness for the executive 
adm inistration of papâl affairs. It Is unr 
der.st<»od one result of this action will 
l)robably be ¡»pcedy apponltment of a suc- 
ce.s.«or to Volplnl as secretary of the con- 
sl.storal congregation.

The pontiff .seems to'have had an 
intuition that while he lies with one foot 
in the grave Kampolla’s adversaries are 
br-glnniijg to take advantage of his totter- 
in>i power to pull down the Idol which 
until yesterday they worshipped, so his 
Imilne.ss leaves nothing unattemptcd to 
Hhow the world up to the last moment 
liow much he trusts his secretary of 
stale. 
No one was admitted to. the sick 
l oom lo day except the cardinal secretary 
of .state, who was only allowfid in on the 
rer)eaied rerjuest of the pope, who said to 
him that he desired ot confirm and extend 
the !K}\ver his eminence already exercises 
hecau.se of his position, and authorised 
him to lake a measure which in ordinaiy 
limes would necessitate direct interven­ 
tion of the pontiff “In récognition of his 
personal devotion to the ponttft and ser­ 
vices he had rendered the church.” The 
pope was much pleased when Rampolla 
informed him of the universal manifesta- 
tif>n of sympathy toward his holiness, 
coming from all, even from non-Catholics.

quiry. 


The reply that Russia would make to 
all suggestions on the subject 
of * tbe 
Kischlneff massacre was forecasted very 
clearly by the Associated Press some 
weeks ago in an authorised! statement, 
when the public was definitely informed 
Russia regarded the. affair as an internal 
matter as to which she in the exercise of 
her own sovereignty must refuse to re­ 
ceive suggestions from any other govern­ 
ment or 4>utside source.

E. A. Snively; secretary of the state^ 
board of pardons, gave an address regard­ 
ing the relationship between the state 
board of pardons and the state's attor­ 
neys. Mr. Sniyely declared that the parolé 
law Is here to stay and that while it may 
be modified the principle will remain. 


Oliver A. Harker. of Carbondale. the 
new dean of the law school of the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois, spoke of the state’s at­ 
torney and p u b lic safety. He considered 
especially the question of municipal gov­ 
ernment and' declaired that many cities 
are governed by unscrupulous rings. The 
relief, he said, would be found In a vigor­ 
ous pursuit of the violators of the law. 
The city rottenness, he said, was even ex­ 
tended to the state legislature In some 
states. 


Boston and Philadelphia were cited as 
instances of notorious corruptness. 
He 
named the elective franchises as the most 
productive part of this rottenness and 
said that in no countrries are crimes pun­ 
ished in sO lax a way as in the United 
States. 


He declared that there has not been an 
election in Illinois In years that has been 
free from vote buying. He said that the 
enfranchisement of the negro, soon after 
its establishment, led to mercenary mo­ 
tives in municipal elections and that un­ 
scrupulous white men followed the ne­ 
groes’ example until the practice has be­ 
come general.

F. W. Blair of Chicago, T. H. B. Camp 
of Macomb and Charles S. Deneen of Chi­ 
cago also spoke in regard to the board of 
pardons. Mr. D;eneen declared that it was 
not fulfilling its mission and that 'three 
men should not be allowed to fix «the time 
of imprisonment of the criminal. He said 
that the, jury iiearlng the case should fix 
the maximum Jindt.

Chronicle the action of America in annex­ 
ing islands off Borneo raises an exceed­ 
ingly delicate situation and the British 
(ocelgn office has asked Washington for 
an explanation. 
The islands concerned, 
say the papers, are a group of seven 
which originally belonged to thè sultan of 
Sulu, from whom they passed by a charter 
In 1ÜS1 to control of the British North 
Borneo company, whose offlcera confirm 
that they are 
undoubtedly British ter­ 
ritory. They arc insignificant In sise, but 
of the highest strategic importance, domi­ 
nating Sanakan harbor and Lalnikay. 
The American side of the question as 
given by the United States embassy, say« 
the Chronicle, is that the Islands are un­ 
doubtedly American by right of conquest, 
having belonged to the Philippines and 
the sultan of Sulu having confirmed and 
acknowledged American supremacy over 
them. The course taken was to demon­ 
strate America’s right and establish a 
more clearly defined line between Ameri­ 
can possessions in the Philippines and 
Sulu seas and territories of the British 
Borneo company. Thé Islands had never 
been occupied by any European nation 
and it Is. unknown whether Spain ever re­ 
cognised the trading treaty which existed 
between the Borneo company and inhabit­ 
ants«; of the Islands.
